Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The objection to the drawings and the schematic representation of 
the two-stage valve were discuused. Mr. Walton noted that the illustration of Fig. 5 is merely a schematic and not 
meant to accurately represent the actual structure of the two-stage valve. He noted that the schematic representation 
emphasized the concept that there was a delay between actuation of the two valves which could not be conveyed with 
a schmatic representation as proposed by the examiner. The examiner agreed that Fig. 5 more accurately conveys the 
idea of a time delay. Pending further review the examiner feels believes that the drawing objection will be withdrawn. 
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
